District Attorney Starts 
inquiry Into Shortage 
In City Water Funds 


R. R. Hai'tman Heads Con 
Kreg:ationa] Trustees—Out' 
line Year’s Policies 


Deputy District Attomey Ilanns was sent here 
Tuesday by District Attorney Dockweiler to inquire 
into the shortage in the city water department funds 
for which a fonner city employe is now serving a 
sentence, and to determine whether or not city funds 
and accounts are being kept and accounted for as the 
law requires. He is to return next week to continue 
his investigation. 

Arrival of the investigating attorney followed ap¬ 
pearance of City Clerk Waverly E. Pratt at the di.s- 
tiict attorney’s office where it is underatood he was 
asked to give his account of the manner in which the 
water fund shortage occured and explain how the 
city’s accounting system is conducted— and the later 
visit of Mayor W. J. Schiltz to the district attoniey’s 
office during which he asked that there be a thorough 
official inquiry into the affair that has kept SieiTa 
Madreans troubled for several months. 

It wa.s necessary to the welfare of the community 
that the whole affair be straightened out in the 
public’s mind and that no one be left under suspicion, 
the mayor is rejiortGd to have said. 

Deputy Harris interviewed various city employes, 
citizens and memliers of the Citizens Committee of 
Nine during his visit here Tuesday and spent some 
time going over various files concerning the water de¬ 
partment shortage and subsequent events. Departing 
he tuinounced he would retuni early next week.

long-faced and gloomy. He ob¬ 
served that the mo.''t Important 
thing in man is his .spirit and 
"the most important thing in the 
spirit Is the quickening power, 
the motivation and th-e up-thru.st 
within man which makes of him 
a good per.son.” 

We of America should not be¬ 
come unduly alarmed or upiet 
over the condition of the world 
today. Our own country w'hich 
was built on upheaval and unrest 
is a .strong country full of strong 
people. "Therefore.” aske<i Dr. 
Woellner. "why should we be¬ 
come excited over any ‘snave-t.ail 
corporal and ex-paperhanger’.’’? 

"Democracy always builds 
again,” said the speaker. "The 
subversive elements that are try¬ 
ing to destroy Democracy are 
tho.se people who hla.st at the 
foundation spirit of mankind and 
that spirit i.s necessary to any 
country. Material concejitlons 
alone aie limited and deadly and 
suicide is the end." 

According to Dr. Woellner there 
are too m.iny of us who are apt 
to carry our disagreements and 
I arguments around with us when 
! they are no longer of any value. 
I "We have our unity on the right 
to disagree without being dis¬ 
agreeable." he said. There is al¬ 
ways a law of Finality which he 
summed up in this manner: "You 
can’t argue all the time because 
finally you have to ii-ake up your 
mind. America.s’ mind Is made 
up. Now .something must bo done 
and arguments must not be car¬ 
ried on after the decision has 
been made. Dlsunit.s are our 
greatest harm. Men must get to¬ 
gether with all of mankind. If 
we would combine our knowledge, 
blood, action and wealth, how 
strong we would be. If we were 
cemented by a common outlook 
we could resist these subversive 
elements who say, 'Woe is me’ 
and 'It can't be done,’ in the face 
of adwrslty. America has been 
built on a whole series of inlr 
acles and there is no reason why 
it shouldn’t continue to exist as 
long as it’s citizens retain their 
Ideals. Democracy is a pyramid 
built on its base whil'e Nazii.sm 
and Fa.scism are pyramid.*? built 
on the apex and are destined to 
fall" 

Wiu" Is old and "Peace will 
come as night follows day” When 
that time comes It remains the 
duty of mankind to "take the 
.sword and beat it into a plow¬ 
share.” Our war materials, our 
tanks, airplan-es and gun.s .should 
be used for peace-time pursuits. 
We should not be afraid of what 
peace might bring us. 

"The crash in 1929 w'as not due 
to the ending of the war but was 
the re.sult of the gambling spirit 
of too many people," he said. 
"That will not necessarily hanpen 
again. We must make use of the 
creative intensities of war and 


Is the American big city 
doomed by the trend toward de¬ 
centralization— and will the city 
of the future be planned by the 
State, rther than remaining a 
“political accident?” 

The question was given one- 
man debate at the Wistaria Vine 
supper forum Sunday night by 
Dr. Web.ster Vannier, who dis¬ 
cussed Lewis Mumford’s contro¬ 
versial book, ’’Technics and Civl- 
liaztion.” Mumford’s contention 
that individualism should give 
way before the socialistic plan¬ 
ning of housing and organization 
for function was disputed by Dr. 
V’annier—who stoo.l on the con¬ 
tention that the ini man element 
of choice must always be para¬ 
mount in this country. 

Univer.-al housing that is, the 
theory of a $4000 modem dwell¬ 
ing for e\ery family in the U.S. 
— might well be achieved, Van¬ 
nier admitte<l. but only at the ex¬ 
pense of defense, medical pro¬ 
gress and all thej:>ther fronts of 
progress. 

Mumford’s b*»>k brought out 
the fact i. ... decentralization was 
now S4ving England, and that the 
defen.-e program here emphasizes 
the same trend. Also, the large 
city such a.s NVw York, entails 
disproportionate expense for dls- 
ea.se and crime, both of which 
are bretl from metropolitan con¬ 
ditions of today. 


Demands Jury Trial

AppllcanU for renewals will 
find the total amount of license 
fees due In the lower left hand 
comer of the 1940 registration 
card. This replaces the former 
method of notifying registered 
motorists by postcard of their li¬ 
cense costs. Motorists must pre¬ 
sent the 1940 registration card 
correctly addressed along with fee 
payment. 

The license renewal period will 
continue until February 4, after 
which time Increased fees will be 
Imposed as delinquent penalty.

by fire and rack as the one she 
was going through when those 
red-bonneted volunteers came 
marching up to Paris from Mar¬ 
seilles, harnessed to their cannon 
and chanting a song.
